Miss Harriet Smith, for ten years a 


student secretary of the Young Wom- 
en's Christian Association In Slianghtii, 
China, relates the amazing story of 
liow 20,000 Chinese students organlzi'il 
themselves to oust the militarists from 
Government offices in Peking and how 
they succeeded In becoming the lead- 
ers of China. • 


Kearing that China was not to be 


protected from the aggression of other 
nations by the Peace Treaty, as she 
had expected to be, some 20,000 stu- 
flents. all of them between the aces of 
twelve and 'twenty-one years and in- 
cluding 8,000 girls organized them- 
selves Into the Chinese Students' Pa- 
triotic Society immediately after the 
publication of the first draft of tl)fe 
Peace Treaty to fight for Chinese 
rights. 


Their first move was to strike from 


school or, rather, from lectures, as 
they remained in their respective 
xchools and spent so many hours daily 
in private study. They then organized 
into bands for getting out propaganda 
literature and for public speaking in 
the country and small towns and in the 
tea shops in poorer districts. of the 
cities in order that they might reach 
the vast numbers of people who could 
not read. 


Immediately upon organizing, the 


students published their demands, four 
In number: (1) that the militarists. 
\vljn as a party were pro-Japanese and 
practically controlled the Government' 
at Peking, !><• put mil of office; (2) that 
Shantung lie returned to China: (3) 
that'the twoni.v-nne demands made by 
Japan in 10:'- lie cancelled; (4) that 
tlsei-e be freedom of speech and of the 
press. They also insisted that the 
Chinese constitution be finished. 


An immense amount of literature 


wa* put out, much of it in the new 
phonetic script which is being launch- 
ed in China, so that the- uneducated 
flashes might learn what was happen- 
ing. Students lectured everywhere on 
the demands, .stirring the people to pa- 
trictlsui. When mniiy of them were 
arrested while parading in the streets 
of Peking they formed an Association 
of Imprisoned • Students within the 
prison and refused to be released, pick- 
eting the stockade" themselves when 
Government guards were taken away, 
until the Government submitted a 
proper apology for having imprisoned 
UICTII in the beginning.

The Communist Party prepares Itself for the revolution In the measure 


that It develops a program of immediate action, expressing the mass .strug- 
gles of the proletariat These struggles must be inspired with revolutionary 
spirit and purposes.

The Communist Party l"s fundamentally a party of action. It brings to 


the workers a consciousness of their oppression, Qf the impossibility of im- 
proving th'eir conditions under capitalism. The Communist Party directs the 
workers' struggle against capitalism, developing fuller forms and purposes la 
this struggle, culminating in the mass -action of the revolution. 


The Communist Party shall make tlie great Industrial struggles of tlie 


working class Its major campaigns. In order to develop an understanding of 
the strike in relation to the overthrow of capitalism. 


(a) The Communist Party shall participate in mass strikes, not only to 


achieve the Immediate purposes of the strike, but to develop the revolutionary 
implications of the mass strike. 


(b) Mass strikes are vital factors in the process oii.t,of which develops 


the workers' understanding anil action for the conquest of power. 


(c) In mass strikes under conditions of concentrated capitalism there is 


talent the tendency toward the general mass strike, which takes on a political 
character and manifests tlii} impulse toward proletarian dictatorship. 


In these general mass strikes the Communist Party shall emphasize the 


necessity of maintaining industry and tlie laUing ovur of^aocial functions 
usually discharged by the capitalists and the institutions of capitalism. The 
strike must cease being isolated ami passive; it must become positive, general 
and aggressive, preparing the workers for ihe complete assumption of indus- 
trial and social control 


'(a) Every local and district organization of the Party sliall establish 


contact with industrial units In its territory, tlie shops, mills and mines—anil 
direct- its agitaUon accordingly. 


(b) Shop Committees shall be organized wherever possible for the pur- 


pose of Communist ajrltation in a particular shop or industry by the workers 
employed there. These committees shall be united with each other and with 
the Communist Party, so that the party shall have actual contact with the 
workers and mobilize them for action against tapitalisra. 


The Communist Party must engage actively in the struggle to revolution- 


ize the trade unions. As against the unionism of the American Federation of 
Labor, tlie Communist Party propagandizes industrial unionism and industrial 
union organizatiou, emphasizing tlioif revolutionary implications. Industrial 
Unionism is not simply a means for the everyday struggle against capitalism; 
its ultimate purpose is revolutionary, implying the necessity of ending the 
capitalist parliamentary state. Industrial Unionism is a factor in the final 
mass action for the conquest of power, as it will constitute tlie^basis for the 
industrial administration of the Communist Commonwealth.
